Acceptance by society 
hampers enforcement 
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USA TODAY: What new as- 
sistance will the CIA be giv- 
ing to the Customs Service? 

VON RAAB: The entire intel- 
ligence community occasional- 
ly provides us with assistance 
with respect to known traffick- 
ers, traffic patterns, vehicles, 
aircraft, beats, or organiza- 
tions. Any intelligence commu- 
nity comes across information 
, that may not be of value to it 
but would be of value to the 
Customs Service. That is the 
kind of information that they 
would give to us. The emphasis 
is new. They will be more sen- 
sitive to our needs. ; * ' K 
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
